a Nicety , ſo.'to depend. on the Deciſions at the 
Par, or on thoſe at Mynſfier, Breda, or Niareguen 
either ; her King will plead his Rights but with 
the Mquths of his Cannons bravely, Alexander 
like 3 -and he's told he hath more Right to all 
Europe than.this Young Grecras had to A/71, 


. For Patru in his New Law Book left this 
on Record as a perpetual Maxime to be followed 
| ty France, which-he oft before maintained in 
open Parliament, Thar the Word Kingdom, 
with them , doth comprehend generally all the 
Lands, Principaluties, and Dominions, which 
Fortune, Succeſs and the Valour of. the French 
Monarchs, can add to the Sacred SubjetFron of 
ihe Flower de Luce. Andggs Rivers and Rivo- 
lets, by entring znto the Sea ,. loſe them(ilves 
preſently, with all their particular qualities , 
as ſoon as they are incorporaled to the Noble 
Ocean, ſo all conquered Provinces and Nitions, 
do loſe their peculiar Names, Privaledges, 
and Prerogutives, to be made Members of the 
Firſt Menarchy.of the V Vorid, and of its Laws 
and Privileages. 


Pray tell me where this Maxime. will not 
B reach, 
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reach', or be made'to ſtretch rather, ' For as the 
Habit in any unjuſt Courſe will mortiffe the 
remorſe, and check the Senſe 'of all other Law, 
that may diate the contrary ; ſo France, bya 
long praQtice' of following theſe boundleſs 
Maximes , is - become as it were accuſtomed 
to think that her Conqueſts mvſt be as large 
as her Ambition ; and that thoſe Nations do 
really belong toher, ſhe and her Mercenary Pens 
had but a Fancy of Right unto in the beginning. 


But what of all this, you'll ſay ; theſe are but 
general Preſumptions and Jealouſies, when France 
puts in no Claim againſt England ; I never heard 
of any, Ican't fancy which way.Then hear further: 


The fore-mentioned Ribier (among the reſt) 


ſets out this Title of France to the Engii 
Crown, as you may more- fully ſee in his 
French Book, and gn the following Diſcourſe ; 
And one is in right of the Dolphin Lew:s, 
Son to Philip Auguſius, who by the Popes 
means ; and of ſome of the Rebelling Lords, 
entred and was Crowned here in England, 
and ravaged here a good while ; deſigning by a 
general Maſlacre of all the Engliſh Princes and 
Peers to ſhorten his Conqueſt : till one of his 
French Cabinet Councellors could not die 
quietly till he revealed this horrible Proje&t 
to ſome of the Engliſh Nobility. Such a Right 
as 
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as this, with ſuch other, the French Kings are 
put in Remembrance of in their Coronation Oath. 
_ Suck another 'Claim they lay to Srot/and in 
Right . of Francis the Second, who married 
Mary Steward Queen of Scotland; and though 
he. had no iſſue 'by him, ''yet "tis a Maxime 
with them, _ That the- Crown' can loſe none of 
the Rights it once had, and that no Aliena- 
tion can be made from it, but it ſtill Reinters. 


By a Sequel of the ſame Maxime,they goon'and 
ſay, ThatEcclefra eſt /icut Minor. That no Aliena» 
tion can be made from the Church no more than 
from Minors. But Ireland belong'd to the Church 
of Rome , to which the Natives gave them- 
ſelves up long ago ; now the French King is 
Eldeſt Son of the Church,and her Heir: Nay it's 
faid,tha this good Old Mother either fold or gave 
bim that Kingdom, when ſhe could make ,to- 
thing of it her ſelf; and may he not then claim it 
upon as good and better Grounds than SÞazy took 
and kept Navarr from its Lawful King, being 
an Heretick ; of which that Wiſe Granam 
deprived him by no other Right then by that by 
which ſhe pretends to diſpoſeſs 'Heretick Kings. 


It was by that Right ſhe ſent her Nuncio to 
diſplay the Banner of Rebellion in Trelupd. in 
r, and ahother Nuncio inor abour 78, to rai 
the ſame Tragedy. Was it =_ by this Tranſport 
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or making over of Jre/:zyd to-her moſt Chriſtian 
' Son, that the Titular Biſhop. Tulbotr, undertook 
with. others in Seventy three to prepare a Sea. 
Port Town in Treluna by Bribe or Siratagem to 
Receive a French Army , and to have I1ri/v e- 
nough. fecretly enliſted in a readineſs to meet 
them ; when they Attemped firſt .to Kill rhe 
Engliſh Agent, wao came to diſcloſe their De- 
ſigns, and prevailed with Secretary Perridge 
and others to Poſt after him ; Swearing, That if 
they met Everard, he wonld never come to Eng- 
land to tell Tales ; as even Sir Edward Hungcr- 
ford, who chanc'd to meet them remembers, 
When. upon. another, ſham Accuſation they 
thought. they had procured his Mouth to be for 
vel Rove in the Tower , then I ſay they went 
on ſtill-with their Deſign in Favour of France ; 
and ſome others, unknown to the former, who 
ſince deſerted their Camps, diſcloſed that the 
faid Talbot. and others, were in 78, carrying 
on the ſame Treachery. as ſecurely as before : 
And ſome, even in this very Month, came from 
Treland, and Accuſed, as is ſaid, before the Coun- 
cil, thoſe very. Perſons, with other Titular 
French Agents, -as Plunkett, Molony, &c. of 
which ſome were, as it is known,in great Favour 
and Correſpondency with the French Court. 


But ſuppoſed the French, had with the Papiſts 


conceived ſuch a Deſign on England or Ireland, 
yet 
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yet you ſay the Poſſibility of putting it into

-bortive. That the Landing of any Forreigner 


would be the Uniting of all our- Divided Par- 
ties together againſt them ; that they would 
be met with as Vraminous a Reſojution as 
when they were thought to have Landed at 
Purbeck Iſlind laſt Year. And beſides that, 
we would Clap up all - Papiſts in ſuch a 
JunAture that they are difarmed: And even 
the French themſelves are ſenſible of this ; 
therefore their Fleet and Back is Turned from 
us toward 7aly and Germany. 


Though it is not my Deſign to difpute much 
aboyt the poſſibility of an Atrempr, which I wiſh 
might be tor ever impoſſible ; yet for conſcience 
face, and to remove our Countreymens too much 
ſecerity, I ſay that neither you, nor any man, can 
know all the Papiſts, French;and other diſaffeted, 


prze-ingaged, Innovators, and Penſioners in Eng- 


lard, who Protheus like,can ſhape themſelves to 
all Figures : therefore how can you ſecure them 
all ; how can you-diſarm them totally : And can 
you Anſwer for the Sentiments *an4 intereſt of 
all the different Parties in EFzg/:nd, and fpe- 
cially in Jre/and , which fide they wouid in- 
cline? In. Irelind, where to one Proteſtant there 
are three Papiſts, can you vouch they'll 
ſooner joyn ' with an Engliſh Heretick than 


with 
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with a French Catholick..? So many Ignorant 
Blind Zealots, ,ſo. many | Prieſt-ridden Furies, 
ſo many outed of their Eſtates -on former De- 
linquencies:, ſo many Thouſands of Frenchi- 
fied Officers .and Caſhiered Soldiers and Taries 
ſtraggling there, ſhall, they, think you, ſooner 
Jjoyn with Engliſh., againſt whom they have a 
blind! Antipatly, than with thoſe whom 
they look upon as damned Miſcreants, Tyrants, 
Vſurpers of their Countrey and Religion , than 
with the French Romanzſts, whom they would 


welcome as Saviours and Reſtorers of their All: 
Nay as they think they loſt all by the Engliſh, 


they'd venture all they have, viz. their Lives, 
for the French or other Foreigner. Neither can 
we be aware of all the Arms they may have 
hid , they may have Conveyed to them ſe. 
cretly ; of all the Arms their fury could make 
uſe of in an uproar 2? * What Store of Arms 
needed they for the Maſſacre of the Danes , 
or for the Maſſacre of the Proteſtants in Ire/and? 
And can't their Holy Father enjoyn again, on ſuch 
an Occafion, a Third Maſſacre - to be prepe- 
trated to the full Honour of the Holy Trinity in 
Three Perſons ? 


In a word, what need we ſo much Diſpute 
Touching the Impoſlibility of an lavaſion, to 
render our ſelves more ſecure ., when our own 


Hiſtories do convince us how oft en,.to our Coſt, 
: ſuch 
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fuch-a thing hath been done, which we could 
not' prevent', when for our fins God: would 


ſuffer it to be, by ſome Art we could not tore-

For 1 do not preſume toſay , That the French 
are juſt now ready tor us, or preparing againſt us, 
but that rhe French do preſpmeto ſet up Claims 
to our Countrey 1s apparent to the World in their 
Books and late Maniicſto's; and give out mean, 
contemptible CharaCters of us, to ſeek to raiſe the 
Spirits of their Natives to triumph over us ; that
